Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop.

Miss Burnaby gave numerous examples of 
exercises to teach correct breathing and use of the voice. Iherewasa 
large attendance of members and visitors, and a very hearty vote of thanks 
was given to Miss Burnaby for her interesting lecture.

‘'EDUCATION IS A LIFE.”

Part I. 

“ POETRY is the criticism of life,” said M. Arnold, and by no 
poet is this more truly exemplified than by Browning. It 
has been justly remarked that he is the real successor to 
Wordsworth, not Tennyson, the spiritual truths which the 
one gave out with “ the Prophet’s calm,” the other has 
struggled and fought for and amplified according to our 
modern needs.
